According to the Labor De­ 
partment's Bureau of Labor 
Statistics there will be 300,000 
more young people between 
the ages of 16 and 21 flood­ 
ing the summer job market 
this year than there were in 
1967. All told, 3.8 million new 
workers will be on the scene 
and of this total 2.8 minion 
represent applicants for sum­ 
mer Jobs.

Employment offices at high 
schools and colleges can open 
doors for students. High 
schoolers are advised to see 
the school counselor and col 
leginans should visit the cam 
pus employment office. An 
other area for summer jobs 
is the local office of the state 
employment service. Here 
student can be advised of any 
openings and be registered 
for future openings.

PRIVATE businesses will be 
the best source of employ 
ment. Job openings will be 
for store clerks and helpers 
hotel and motel workers, con­ 
struction helpers, waiters and 
waitresses, workers in dry 
cleaning plants and laundries, 
bank or insurance clerks, typ­ 
ist and camp counselors.

One bright spot is the op­ 
timism voiced by the Presi­ 
dent's Council on Youth Op­ 
portunity. It hopes 'or 294,000 
summer jobs for-youngster 
through federal, state and la 
col governments. State em 
ployment offices should be 
visited for these jobs.

Answer 
ing questions thoughtful] 
and highlighting special skills 
such as typing or mechanical 
ability also enhance jot 
chances.
